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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant urges that example 1 a contains the 
required ratio of the claims. This example does not consist of the 2 elements required of the claims. Algal oil contains at least 55% other 
fatty acids and triglycerides. Claims 1 and 38 are not merely a mixture of two ingredients but the mixture must also be in micelle form with 
a particular particle size. With regard to claim 37, the specification at pages 6-7 refers to the concentrate as having 12% w/w w-3 fatty 
acids and not 21% w/w. There is no water mentioned in claim 37 and this is considered to be an essential ingredient to the composition. 
The specification refers to diluting the concentrate to make it clear. Also there is no suggestion as to the particle size of the micelles. 
Claims 1 , 19,21, 25-28 and 37-42 remain in the application. Claims 1 , 25-28 and 37-42 stand rejected for reasons of record. 
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
